The New I a sv!e of Post Office Stamps. 
Washington Correspondence of the New York 
Times. 

Preparations are now being raaile fet the 
introduction of the new series of postage 
stamps furnished to the Post Office De- 
paitment according to the contract made 
with the National Bank Note Company of 
New York. Tho new issues are calculated 
to excite no cemmon attention, as in design 
they are a novel application of the nation- 
al symbolism generally adopted for the ar- 
tistic embellishment cf postage stamps. — 
The similarity of mouarchial institutions, 
the one form o'fgbvernmentcommonto the 
European postal systems — has confined the 
symbolism eff ctamjts tit the heads of the 
reigning sovereigns, national shields or the 
heraldic escutcheons of dynasties but ow- 
ing to their origin and tho republican form 
of government, the United States have orig- 
inated for themselves a national symbol- 
ism that is independent of the laws of her- 
aldry, and in keeping with the hew era of 
hum fin progress, of which they at e the 
acknowledged exponents. The new issue 
of stamps is based upon this distinction. 
It is a system of symbolism confined for the 
most part to the distinctive mission of our 
American institutions. It bears wherever 
it goes, throughout our own continent, as 
over the sea, our national eagle, our nation- 
al flag and our national colors, red, white 
and blue. 

The one-cent stamp is headed with the 
vignette of Franklin, tho first Post Master 
General under the colonial system, as well 
as the first nhder the Confederation prepar- 
atory to the Federal Union, In the two, 
three, and twelve-cent stamps there is an 
illustration of the improvements in mail 
transportation, from the primitive rider on 
horse-back fo ffc'e railroad train for land 
service and the steamship for tho ocean 
service. 

The remaining six stamps of the set are 
distinctly national, and as such form a se- 
ries of their own, beginning in the six cent 
stamps with an accurate copy of the face 
of Washington as shown in Sbaart’s pic- 
ture in the Executive mansion, and ending 
in the ninety cent stamps with the head of 
Lincoln, as significant of a new era of uni- 
versal freedom. Two others of thjs na- 
tional series, fifteen and twenty-fciiv cents 
respectively, have miniature copies ef the 
Declaration of Independence in the rotun- 
da of the capitol — the first recalling the 
opening ef this continent to tho advance- 
ment of modern civilization, the second 
implying the consecration of its vast area 
to the jirotectien and enforcement of the 
inalienable rights of man. In the ten cent 
stamps the American Eagle appears rest- 
ing upon the American shield, r.ud in the 
thirty cent stamps are comprised in one 
group all the national emblems of the ea- 
gle, the shield and the flag, aud presenting 
also the national colors, red, white and 
blue. In a little while these world-wide 
travelers will begin their j ourneyings.

Vnnce Porter was born m Fayette coun- 
ty in 1708, and was consequently seventy- 
ono years of age. His parents. John anil 
Jane Porter, emigrated to Kentucky about 
the beginning of the nineteenth century, 
and settled in Lexington. They were <d 
Scotch- Irish descent, singularly productive 
both of great men and great families. The 
lace seems long to have retained its love 
of mountain dwellings. Hardy and en- 
terprising, they did not shrink fiom the i 
danger of a border life. They were well j 
lifted to be the pioneers of a new republic, , 
and Their names are to he found on every i 
page of early Western history. 

In child Hood, the deceased was the com- 
panion of Henry Clay and his brother, 
Rev. Potter Clay, of whom he often rela- 
ted that they were raised, like himself, in 
flu hmnble and hardy manner, never re- 
joicing at the sight of a pair of shoes 
more than once a year — at Christmas — 
when their young heaits leaped for joy. —

and fugged manner in which he was raise- 
lie was strictly temperate in all his habits, 
never having used intoxicating liquors 
during his life, although for a number of 
years he conducted a distillery for his fa 
ther, and passed through every temptation. 

After a residence of some eight or ten 
years in Lexington, John Porter, the father 
of the deceased, removed to this neigh- 
borhood, and settled on a farm about two 
miles from the one on which Vance lived 
and died. The father and son wore both 
noted for their skill, enterprise and indns. 
try as farmers. When the deceased came 
to Warren connty, all this section was a 
vast prai’ie, covered with barren grass, 
and the lofty forest had not then sprouted. 

Fuel had to bo hauled from the surround- 
ing knobs, which was very difficult. The 
Barren grass grew to the bight of four or 
five feet, and looked much like oats, but 
xvas unfit for stock or any other purpose. 

Immigrants passing through would often 
set it on fire, in the early spring, when it 
was dry, and the flames would travel with 
lightning rapidity, often sweeping away 
the cabins and fences of the settlers, leav- 
ing them for days at the mercy of the el- 
ements. However, the few families in the ; 
neighborhood always banded together in 
such times of peril and fought the fiery 
element with all their might and vigor. 

He frequently met the boones on his 
hnnting expeditions in the early days, and 
related many anecdotes of old Dan and 
his brothers. One of them lived within 
a few miles of his farm for a number of 
years. They were of restless disposition, 
always Beefing adventures and almost 
wholly given to hnnting. Their unerring 
aim rendered them famous among the 
early settlers as marksmen. With such 
he thought it quite natural that Daniel 
Boone always kept in advance of the march 
of civilization, until the close of his event- 
ful career, which found him in the wilds 
of Missouri, to which distant land his love 
•f adventure and roving disposition led 
him. 

I told him how the sacred tomb of Dan- 
iel Boone had been desecrated by the sac- 
riligious hands of vandals during the war. 

The old veteran raising his hand in as- 
tonishment, exclaimed: “Great God! and 
has human nature become so degenerated 
as to deface the tombs that commemorate 
the men who waded through blood to pro- 
vide homes in jlfis great Commonwealth 
for posterity!” Such fiendish spirits were 
unheard of among the men who settled 
Kontnekv. If a man was not brave, hon- 
est and true to the principles of manhood 
and honor, lie stood no chance in those 
days They exterminated or banished all 
such characters, for they had no use for 
any but honorable nud brave men. A no- 
bler race of men than the pioneers who 
settled Kentucky never existed on the face Resident.
